THE TOWN’S EXPLORERS. 


David Curry, of the Church of Eng- 
land mission at Peace river crossing, 
arrived from Athabasca Landing on 
Monday. He left Slave lake on Wed- 
nesday, Sept. 15th, in the H. B. Co’s 
boat’ which brought Mrs. Ewen Mac- 
donald to the Landing. When driving 
from the Church of England mission 
at Slave lake, which is west of the H. 
B. fort, to Rocky point some distance 
east of the fort, from which the boat 
starts, he met a man drivinga small 
band of horses to pasture. One ofthe 
horses was white, another roan and 
several others bay. The man did not 
mention his name, but said he had 
come from Edmonton on an exploring 


party sent out by the town. He was 
a medium sized man with black 
whiskers showing some grey. There is 


no question that he was J. R. Brenton, 
who accompanied P. D. Campbell as 
member of the business men’s explor- 
ing expedition. Mr. Curry did not 
have much conversation with him, as 
he was hastening to catch the boat. 
The horses all looked well, and none 
had sore backs. Mr. Curry did not see 
Mr. Campbell. No doubt the party 
had just arrived and not knowing that 
the boat was starting just then missed 
the chance of sending in a letter. How- 
ever it is satisfactory to know that 
they had passed the first and probably 
the worst stage of their long journey 
in fairly good time and still in good 
trim for travelling. They left Edmon- 
ton about noon on Tuseday, Aug. 31st, 
and reached Slave lake about noon on 
Wednesday, Sept. 15th, having been 
fifteen days in making 185 miles direct 
between point and point. This shows 
that they had had some difficulties to 
encounter between the Athabasca 
river and Slave lake, but also showed 
that the difficulties were not by any 
means insurmountable. The trail has 
been abandoned for many years, and 
no doubt was difficult to follow as they 
had no guide, Probably there would 
be a good deal of fallen timber to clear 
out of the trail, but their trip has 
shown that it is not by any means as 
as difficult as it has been described. 
Possibly the improvement is due some- 
what to the recent drier seasons, 
Allowing the remainder of the 15th, 
at Slave lake the party should have 
been crossing Peace river on the 19th. 
If they left Peace river settlement on 
on the 20th and took the route to the 
Forks of the Nelson by way of Battle 
and Hay rivers as suggested by Rev. 
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Father Husson, and as they intended 
when leaving here, they should have 
been at Hay river on Tuesday last the 
28th, and should be very near the 
Nelson now. The Forks of the Nelson 
is half way from Edmonton to Pelly 
river so that if all has continued to go 
well with them they have now com- 
pleted half of their {outgoing trip, and 
have a good chance to do the remainder 
before winter closes in. 


Mr. Curry left Peace river mission 
on Sept. 9th. At that time the crops 
in the settlement had been cut and 
some had been threshed. The crop 
was excellent throughout as the season 
had been most favorable. The wheat 
and potatoes were especially good. Mr. 
Curry drove from Peace river crossing 
to Slave jake with a team and wagon 
in two days. The road was dry, but 
very full of ruts, making it bac going. 
The distance is figured at 85 miles by 
the trail. There is prairie for 25 miles 
the greater part of the 1emainder of. 
The distance is through green poplar 
woods of small size. Mr. Curry came 
down to meet the bishop of Athabasca, 
who is expected to arrive from Winni- 
peg on to-night’s train and to return to 
Peace river with him 


A. J. Bell and party were met on 
the Athabasca about 30 miles from the 
Landing on their second day out. They 
had an Indian pilot. 


SOUTH EDMONTON FAIR. 

The fourth fall exhibition of South 
Edmonton agricultural society was 
held on Tuesday and Wednesday in 
the spacious grounds of the society 
south of the town. The grounds are 


twenty acres in extent surrounded by 
a high board fence. A good half mile 


race track has been laid out and im- 
proved, a grand stand built, and every- 
thing necessary done to put the shows 
of the South Edmonton agricultural 
society on a permanent footing. <A 
small agricultural hall has been built 
within the grounds for the display of 
agricultural and diary products, fancy 
work, ete. 

The attendance was very fair, but 
owing to the fact that the show was 
on for two days there was not. such 
a large appearance as if it had been 
confined to one day. The very busy 
season also detracted considerably 
from the attendance and the number 
of exhibits. There was, however, a 
very good and well balanced display 
in all departments showing that the 
the people are taking a living interest 
in the success of the annua! fali fair, 
which is an index of the agricultural 
success of the district.

GENERAL NEWS. 


The output of the Hall smelter at 
Nelson, B. C., for the four weeks end- 
ing August 27th, or for 28 days, was 
as follows: Ore smelted, 5,766 tons, 
yielding 522 tons of matte, containing 
approximately 232 tons of copper;

Nor-Wester : Mr. L. A. Hamilton, 
C. P. R. land commissioner, will short- 
ly leave for the West for Golden from 
whence he will proceed to East Koote- 
nay to lookover the company’s property 
and decide on the location of townsites. 
The trip from Golden will be made by 
steamer and he will be away at least a 
month. The other companies of which 
Mr. Hamilton has been nominated land 
commissioner are separate and distinct 
corporations from the~C. P. R, com- 
pany. They are the Crow’s Nest pass, 
British Columbia Southern, and Col- 
umbia and Kootenay railways. 

Winnipeg Commercial: There are 
a large number of horses on our west- 
ern ranges which are not of a class that 
renders them readily saleable for agri- 
cultural or other purposes. The open- 
ing up of the northern gold country 
may create a demand for these horses. 
If the Edmonton route is used to any 
extent next season, these range horses 
should prove suitable for packing or 
riding, and they would no doubt be 
found very serviceable for this work.

THE EDMONTON RAILWAY. 
A long interview with W. Pugsley 
on the subject ef his recent acquire- 
ment of the Edmonton district rail- 
way charter appears in the Free Press 
of Sept. 20th. Regarding the bridge 
across the Saskatchewan and the pro- 
posed railway Mr. Pugsley said : 

“ Edmonton has shown great inter- 
est and determination in that mat- 
ter, and has voted to contribute 
$25,000 for a bridge, to be utilized 
both as a traffic and railway bridge. 
While in Edmonton, on behalf of gen- 
tlemen with whom I am associated, 
I made arrangements with the town 
council and directors ot the railway 
company looking towards the con- 
struction of a railway from the pre- 
sent terminus, across the Saskatche- 
wan river aud extending in a north- 
westerly direction to the Athabasca 
river, in the vicinity of Assiniboine. 
If, as I have good reason to believe, 
arrangements are made for comple- 
tion of this road, the company will 
put steamers on the Athabasca and 
Mackenzie rivers, for the purpose of 
earrying freight and passengers to the 
Klondike. The intention of the 
parties interested is to apply to par- 
hament for power to build to the 
headwaters of Pelly river, but in the 
meantime advantage will be taken of 
the navigable waters. This will bea 
comparatively easy and cheap means 
of getting supplies to the Yukon pend- 
ing the completion of a direct line of 
railway to the Pelly river.” 

“What is your opinion as to the 
feasibility of the route?’

“The opening of this route,” con- 
tinued Hon. Mr. Pugsley, “has a great 
deal to recommend it apart from the 
discovery of gold on the Yukon and 
the Klondike, because the railway, at 
the crossing of the Athabasca and 
Peace rivers would connect with pro- 
bably 5,000 miles of navigable waters, 
and the headwaters of the Athabasca 
and Peace rivers, with their tributar- 
ies, are known to be rich in gold de- 
posits. I saw a mar at Edmonton who 
formed one of a party of five who in 
six and a half days took $4,000 from 
one, of the bars on the Peace river. 
Then the Mackenzie river district is 
rich in resources ; it has coal, tar, salt, 

‘and every prospect of extensive petro- 
leum beds. The fur trade of the 
district is in itself of great extent. It 
is not generally known, but a fact 
nevertheless, that Edmonton is the 
largest market for raw furs in Amer- 
ica, the annual sales amounting to 
$300,000, outside of the business done 
by the Hudon’s Bay company, which 
is also very large. -This trade is in- 
creasing, as Edmonton merchants now 
supply Indian hunters with food, so 
that they are now able to devote 
their entire time to procuring fur- 
bearing animals, instead of having to 
devote a portion to looking for food. 
Another feature is that at the mouth 
of the Mackenzie river, in the A.rctic 
sea, there is probably the most valu- 
able whale business being carried on 
by citizens of the United States largely 
within Canadian territory. In con- 
nection with this business as a conse- 
quence, quantities of flour and other 
goods are brought into the territory 
without paying duty, which is a mat- 
ter that should receive attention of 
the government ; and this busines is 
one line of trade open to our people 
in the far north.” 

“ Does the climate offer any serious 
obstacle ?” 7 

“No. Ido not think the winter is 
nearly as severe in the Mackenzie river 
valley as is generally supposed. 
While in Edmonton I had a conversa- 
tion with a gentleman who spent a 
winter at-Fc. Wrigley,706 miles north 
of Edmonton, who told me that he 
passed the winter pleasantly and that 
the cold was not much more intense 


than that experienced here in winter, 


et Fort St. John, 350 miles north- 
west of Edmonton, told -me the 
climate there was no mere severe than 
at Edmonton ; in fact, the climate is 
very much milder than one would 


suppose.” 

Speaking of Edmonton, Hon. Mr. 
Pugsley said he had formed a very 
high opinion as to its future pros- 
pects. The townsite was a very beau- 
tiful one, with a splendid farming dis- 
trict surrounding, and with the de- 
velopment of the country is sure to 
become a place of considerable im- 
portance. In addition to other ad- 
vantages Edmonten has an abundant 
supply of coal, which can be mined at 
afridiculously low figure. Coal is de- 
livered in the town at prices ranging 
from $1.50 to $2 per ton, while at 
Sturgeon river, a few miles from the 
town, to those who preferred to send 
their own teams, coal is supplied at 
75 cents per ton. “When the St. 
Andrew’s rapids are improved,” added 
Hon. Mr. Pugsley, “and when vessels 
can come direct, it would seem en- 
tirely feasible to supply the city 
with coal from the banks of the Sas- 
katchewan. Altogether I return hom> 
with the utmost confidence in the 
future prosperity and greatness of 
Northwest Canada. 


THE LIARD RIVER. 
P. C. Pambrun, of Battleford, has 


a lengthy and most interesting com- 
munication in the Battleford Herald, 
of Sept. 10th, on the Liard river route 
to the Yukon. Mr. Pamburn was in 
charge of the H. B. Co’s post at Pelly 
banks for five years, about 1849, and 
is quite familiar with the Liard river 
country. 

Mr. Pambrun says of the country 
between tke Peace and Liard rivers 
and along the latter: There is no- 
thing impracticable in the nature of

At Fort de Liard I have eaten of 
bread the produce of wheat grown 
there, and atFort Halkett raised all 
the vegetables required for use, such 
as barley, potatoes, turnips, earrots, 
etc., but never tried pumpkins or 
cucumbers, and I had domestic ani- 
mals, cattle, etc., for use. 

3ut on the Pelly the temperature 
is quite different. Out there I took 
up a little barley and potatoes with 


| me, which were planted late in May. 


Barley reached about one foot. in 
height but did not head. Potatoes 
came up but were frozen too early. 
What did come up had, on digging, a 
few bullets around the seed. - Frost 
nearly every night lin June, although 
cranberries were numerous and made 
good jam. In February 1848 I ex- 
perienced the greatest cold, the ther- 
mometer registering two successive 
mornings sixty degrees below zero 
and for two weeks never rising above 
forty-five degrees below. The rest of 
the seasons while out there were 
moderate. 


Placing the distance from Edmon- 
ton to Pelly banks at 900 and odd 
miles it will not be out of the way for 
a party in one season to get through. 
As I have already observed, nearly all 
the country is of a level—so to speak 
—-excepting about fifty miles in the 
vicinity of the Liard river, but the 


| impediments are easy of surmounting. 


If the road goes to Pelly banks 
there is plenty of timber at hand and 
there is only one break in the river 
by a rapid to cause a little trouble, 
the rest of the river to Fort Selkirk 
and even to the mouth of the Yukon 
being without a break. 


I have crossed the country from 
Fort Liard to Fort Halkett in summer 
with only a young Chipewyan, 16 
years of age, and had no difficulties to 
surmount, a distance of say 250 miles; 
all plain sailing through timber, open 
glades, and over the Reindeer Hills, 
which made the travelling pleasanter 
as we had it all open and splendid 
views all around with sights of herds 
of reindeer occasionally.

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least difficulty would have been met 
with if I had horses or cattle to assist 
in transport. 

Nearly all the principal streams that 
enter the Liard are from the south 
side and many of them are large. 

I am under the firm conviction that 
not much difliculty would be experienc- 
ed in driving horses and cattle through 
by the-route I have recommended 
that is by Fort St. John and the 
Liard river. 

I left Pelly banks in company with 
Mr. Stewart and John Reed on snow- 
shoes early in May, 1849; crossed the 
divide and threw away our snow- 
shoes at France: lake ; took our dun- 
nage and a litttle grub on our backs, 
and travelled on the east side of the 
Liard till we reached the Bell river, 
where free water and spring had _ al- 
ready opened. Formed a raft and 
floated down stream till we reached 
the Barriere ; made a canoe of pine 
bark in which we travelled say 100 
miles to Cranberry portage ; from here 
to below the Brule—25 miles over- 
land ; another raft to reach Fort Hal 
kett—18 miles. Here Mr. Pruden, 
who was in charge, joined us; floated 
down to Devil’s portage in two pine 
bark canoes—25 miles; threw away 
our canoes here and overland again te 
Hell gate (entrance of the canyon 
among the Rockies)—30 miles; manu- 
factured two more canoes here of pine 
bark and arrived all right at Fort de 
Liard ; thence good navigation all the 
way to Fort Simpson. You will 
thus notice that in the whole exient 
of the Liard river from the entrance 
into the Mackenzie to its headwaters, 
Frances lake—say 800 miles—it has 
not many obstructions, the principal 
breaks being at Devil’s, Brule, Moun- 
tain and Cranberry portages. Say 
these portages consume 60 miles of 
the river, you still have 700 and odd 
miles of free water route to employ 
for the advantage of any party going 
that way. 
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THAT EDMONTON ROUTE. 


Vancouver World: 
Englishmen, who have travelled. for 
three years over the Yuxon district, 


|are warning would-be Klondikers 


against the Edmonton route. One 
said: J don’t believe a man could 
reach the Yukon diggings in a vear, 
no, not in 18 months, going via Ed- 
monton route. About the last stage 
of the Edmonton trip would be down 
the Porcupine river. At the end of 
the Porcupine trip the traveller would 
then have to go back up stream be- 
tween three and four hundred miles, 
with a six-mile current against him all 
the way, to reach the gold district. 
Besides, he would encounter almost 
impassable swamps and rapids, and if 
they ever got through at ali would 
have the toughest kind of a tiiae. The 
Edmonton route will be all right 
when they build a railroad over it, 
concluded the gentleman with a laugh, 
but I imagine it will be some time be- 


| fore that is built. Meantime, I would 


advise people who have any thoughts 
of it not to risk the hazardous trip 
via Edmonton.

AGRICULTURAL DINNER. 

A dinner given by the South Ed- 
monton agricultural society was held 
in the Royal Hotel, South Edmonton, 
on the evening of Tuesday the first 
day of the South Edmenten fall fair. 
The length of the large and handsome 
dining room of the Royal was occupied 
by the table, the seating capacity of 
which was fully occupied by repre- 
sentative farmers of the district, and 
other members of the society and 
their invited guests. R. McKernan, 


| 


| 


president of the society, was chair- | 


man, and R. Dinwoodie, vice-presid- 
ent, vice-chairman. The excellent 
dinner, provided by the management 
of the Royal, was done ample justice 
to in good time. The toast list was 
as follows: ‘The Queen,” proposed 
by the chairman and drunk with the 
usual honors, “The agricultural 
societies,” proposed by Mr. Bennett 
and responded to by the chairman, the

vice-chairman and J. L. Porte, pre- | 


sident of the Fort Saskatchewan 
society. 
The chairman in the course of his 


address dwelt strongly on the agri- 
cultural progress of the district, 
especially within the last five years. 


A crop census which he had recently | 


taken at the instance of the Edmon- 
ton board of trade showed that in the 
country west of Mill creek and south 
of the Saskatchewan river, including 
the present settlements of .South Ed- 
monton, the Indian reserve, Rabbit 
hill, Sprucedale, Leduc, Clearwater 
and Sandy lake,throughout whichlarea 
there was not 1,000 bushels of wheat 
produced five years ago, he found 
75,000 bushels of wheat, 125,000 
bushels oats, 80,000 bushels barley 
and 80,000 bushels potatoes, at a very 
moderate estimate. For the purpose 
of showing forth the progress of this 
district he advocated the holding of a 
Territorial fair in North Alberta. 
The advantages were so plain that he 
felt sure that a subscription of $5 


each could be secured from 800 
farmers of Northern Alberta. This 
would make $4,600. The business 


men of the towns interested could be 
depended upon for $2,000 more. The 
Dominion government would surely 
give $4,000. The local assembly 
should give $500 from electoral dis- 
trict which would be $24,500, the C. 
P. R. would surely give $2,000. This 
would bring the total up to $26,500. 
The gate money would no doubt 
reach $10,000. This would be suffi- 
cient means upon which to hold a first 
class Territorial exhibition, worthy of 
the district. One Territorial exhibi- 
tion had been heid in Regina. There 
was no reason why the second should 
not be held in North Alberta, the 
region in which the Territories had 


made their greatest agricultural pro- 
gress during recent years. Speaking 


ms 


of the South Edmonton society he said 
they had held four very successful 
shows, had purchased and improved 
their grounds and so far had met all 
their liabilities. He had frequently 
been asked, “Why does not the 
society import improved stock?” He 
believed that a first class Territorial 
exhibition would be a. good way to 
improve the stock. Good stock would 
be brcught in to compete. It would 
be purchased here, and in turn after 
having had the advantage of our feed 
and climate would be taken east again 
to beat the stock raised there. 

The vice-chairman spoke of the good 
crops and good prospects of the dis- 
trict. The creameries had been doing 
good work. He criticized the immi- 
gration policy of the government 
whereby the agents of steamboat and 
railway companies were employed to 
induce anyone who had the price of & 
passage to come out. A-discriminat- 
ing immigration policy was as _neces- 
sary as an active policy, 

J. L. Porte, president of the Fort 
Saskatchewan agricultural society, en- 
dorsed the suggestion of the chairman 
as to a Territoral exhibition, as being 
of more substantial benefit than the 
small exhibitions. He also had been 
employed for some time past in mak- 
ing an estimate of the grain in the 
eastern section of the district, south 
of the Saskatchewan including the 

: § 
Clover Bar, Fort Saskatchewan. 
Beaver hills, Edna and Beaver lake 
districts. He found the crops good 
throughout.

ifeared the rest of 


he believed that persons of experience 

n the country to which it was desired 
to attract immigrants should be em- 
ployed. His experience was that 
people listened with far greater inter- 
est and confidence to the man who 
said, “TI have seen,” than-to the man 
who could only say “I have heard.” 


Mr. Kelly, of South Edmonton, 
sang, “ My Sweetheart when a boy.” 

“South Edmonton,” proposed by 
the vice-chairman, was responded to 
by A.C. Rutherford. He spoke of 
the favorable season and showed how 
the interests of the several sections of 
the country were linked together. The 
development of British Columbia and 
the Yukon was the hope of the 
farmers of Northern Alberta. Even 
the rivalry which had existed between 
the towns on each side of the Sas- 
katchewan would he hoped be only 
legitimate business rivalry, and that 
each might rejoice in the other's 
prosperity. 

A. G. Randall sang a stirring sea 
song, and an encore “ Off for Phila- 
delphia.” 

The “Dominion parliament” was re- 
sponded to by Frank Oliver, M. P. 
He endorsed the proposition of a Ter- 
ritorial faq, in North Alberta, but 
the Territories 
would not aid in the expense. How- 
ever, if North Alberta pulled all to- 
gether a very useful and successful 
fair could be gotten up. 

Mr. Gosslin, South Edmonton, gave 
a splendid piano solo. 

“The Northwest Assembly” was re- 
sponded to by M. McCauley, M. L. A. 
Mr. McCauley dealt vigorously with 
the action of the Northwest govern- 
ment in appointing an expensive dis- 
trict engineer to superintend road 
work of the commonest description in 
the country districts. It was a case 
in which the professional man was 


|given an undue advantage over the 


farmer. 

Mr. Kelly sang “ Maud.” 

“The mining and manufacturing 
interests,” was responded to most 
eloquently by Judge Tipton,formerally 
of Omaha for the mining industry. 
The speaker expressed the highest 
appreciation of the vastness and 
variety of the resources of this coun- 
All that was necessary to make 
the country great and prosperous was 
that the people should rise to their 
opportunities. He expressed the 
greatest confidence in the success of 
gold mining on the Saskatchewan in 
which he is at present interested. 

Mr. Randall sang a Gipsy song. 

“The Town of Edmonton” was _re- 
sponded to by Mayor McDougall. He 
highly complimented the people of 
South Edmonton on the enterprise they 
had displayed in pushing the interests 
of their locality. They fully deserved 
the success they had achieved. While 
there must always be rivalry in busi- 
ness—and legitimate competition was 
an advantage rather than a detriment 
—he hoped that the only rivalry  be- 
tween the two places would be of that 
nature. Edmonton as well as the 
rest of the district had had a some- 


what up hill struggle during the past 


few years, but now everyone was well 
satisfied with the present condition 
and future prospects. The grain pro- 
ducing capacity of the cistrict was a 
Klondike in itself. He mentioned 
the case of R. Logan, of Beaver lake, 
who threshed 1,600 bushels of grain 
from a volunteer crop on a field of 70 
acres. 

“The Edmonton Board of Trade” 
was responded to by the president, 
Isaac Cowie. He gave the figures as 
to the crop returns that had been ceol- 
lected by Messrs. Porte and McKern- 
an, in their respective districts. In 
the district covered by the former 
were: Wheat, 160,806 bushels; oats, 
153,700; barley, 17,8€0; potatoes, 33,- 
727. This added to the returns se- 
cured by Mr. McKernan gave a total 
of 236,000 bushels of wheat, 278,900, 
oats, 98,000 barley and 114,000 of 
potatoes in what was little if any 
over a fourth of the total crop area of 
the district. 

J. Hamilton Macdonald, of the 
South Edmonton Plaindealer, gave an 
excellent reading on the value of agri- 
culture in the world’s economy. 

“The Old Timers,” was responded 
to by Mr. McKernan. “The Press,” 
by Messrs. Oliver, of the BuLLeriy, 
and Macdonald, of the Plaindealer, 
and “Our Host” by R. Fletcher, for 
the proprietor of the Royal, T. T. 
Howard. God Save the Queen con- 
cluded the proceedings about half past 
one in the morning.
